Editor's Note: Here is the full text of Premier Ben-Gurion’s 
now famous diplomatic note to Argentina. 





Dear Mr. President: 


In this hour in which as a result of the capture and transfer 
to Israel of Nazi war criminal Adolf Eichmann misunderstandings 
could be produced in relations between the Argentine Republic and 
Israel, I think it is my duty to address this personal message 
t» you. * 

I take the liberty of doing so precisely because the relations 
between our Governments and our peoples are deeply rooted in 
my heart and because it would be a cause of pain and profound 
regret if in any way they should be affected as a result of the 
recent events related with Adolf Eichmann. 


I BELIEVE you give the highest personal consideration to 
the diplomatic note that our Ambassador in Buenos Aires issued 
to your Minister of Foreign Relations on Friday, June 3. In this 
note you will find the reasons of our position. However, there 
are aspects that refer to the essence of the problem and that go 
beyond the limits of a diplomatic note. 

These are the aspects that I would like to develop briefly, with 
the conviction that only the true understanding of them makes 
it possible to give a moral judgment on the problem. 

Six million of our people were massacred, and it was Eich- 
mann who organized that extermination in mass, on a gigantic 
and unprecedented scale throughout all Europe. 


CERTAINLY MR. PRESIDENT, you do not need any explan- 
ation to understand what it means to any people to be the victim 
of such a satanic wave of assassinations, and what deep scars 
remain in the soul of the people that has gone through such an 
experience. 

Even in the history of our hundred-year martyrdom we had 
not experienced such horrible atrocities. Not only were millions 
killed, among them more titan a million children, but also de- 
stroyed was the cultural and spiritual center of our people that 
fiourished in Europe until the Second World War. 

It is almost impossible to find anywhere a Jew whose family 
has not been a victim of the Nazis. Hundreds of thousands of the 
survivors live among us, and there are hundreds of Jews in Israel 
and other countries who have not found peace since the end of 
the war until the man who directed such horrible massacres was 
found, 


THE AIM OF THEIR lives was to bring the man responsible 
for those crimes without parallel in history to stand trial before 
the Jewish people, a trial that can only take place here in Israel. 

I do not underestimate the seriousness of the formal violation 
of the Argentine laws committed by those who, at last, climaxed 
their long search with the capture of Eichmann, but I am certain 
that only a very few persons in the world will fail to understand 


the profound motivation and supreme moral justification of this 
act, 


THIS EVENT, Mr. President, cannot be judged only from a 
formal point of view. The obligation of all countries to scruplously 
Tespect the laws of others is beyond any doubt. 

But neither can be ignored the supreme motivations that have 
fuided, the imperative moral force that has pushed and the deep- 
hess of the feelings that pressed those who found Eichmann and, 
With his consent, brought him to trial. 

I have the conviction, Mr. President, that you will recognize 
the transcendent moral force of the aspects of the problem. You 
yourself fought indefatigably against dictatorship and have con- 
Slantly shown your deep respect for human values. 

I am sure that nobody better than you will understand our 
true feelings and will accept the expression of our most sincere 
legret for all the violations of the laws of the Argentine Republic 
that may have been incurred under the imperative and uncoercible 
inner moral force and that, associating yourself with all the friends 
of justice in the world that see in the prosecution of Eichmann 
i) Israel an act of supreme historic justice, you will see that 
the friendly relations between the Argentine Republic and Israel 
flo not suffer any harm,

Eichmann Case Called Unique 
In Modern Diplomatic History 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—Pending 
an agreement with Argentina, 
Israel faces its severest diplo- 
matic crisis since the Sinai cam- 
paign. 

There is no precedent in diplo- 
matic history for such an exploit 
as the discovery and capture of 
Adolf Eichmann, the Jerusalem 
Post reports. 

The difficulties that have 
already arisen, and are liable still 
to arise in the Eichmann Case, 
cannot be solved by seeking 
guides in the past, the Paper de. 
clared. “This almost incredible 
affair” must be accepted as being 
sui generis and not a pattern on 
which to form future precedents, 
even if Israel hopes to bring 
many Nazi war criminals to jus- 
tice in due course, the paper de- 
clared. 


THE JERUSALEM Post which 
closely reflects the Israel Govern- 
ment’s official views noted that 
the matter is 
not quite sim. 
ple for Argen- 
tina. Premier 
Ben - Gurion’s 
note to Argen- 
tina tried to 
indicate that 
Israel had no 
intention of vi- 
olating that 
country’s SOvV-

ereignty. 

As Argentina’s deadline to re- 
turn Eichman passed, Israeli dip- 
lomatic circles struggled to find 
a way to maintain amity with its 
long-time friend. Also at stake, 
was the continued friendship of 
the Latin-American bloc. The 
Latin-American countries so far 
have maintained cordial relations 
with Israel despite the deteriora- 
tion of good feelings between 
Buenos Aires and Jerusalem. 

Israelis hoped that a _ face-to. 
face meeting between Ben-Gurion 
and Argentine President Arturo 
Frondizi would patch up the 
crisis. Israeli official circles re. 
called the staunch friendship that 
Argentia has shown toward Is. 
rael since the General Assembly 
voted for partition in 1947, 


ARGENTINA WAS one of the 
first nations to recognize Israel’s 
independence. After the Argen- 
tine revolution overthrew the 
Peron regime, an Israeli delega- 
tion flew to Santa Fe, where the 
Constituent Assembly extended 
its sessions to receive the Is. 
raelis. Gen. Pedro E. Aramburi, 
former provisional head of the 
Argentine Government, visited 
Israel last October. 

The Jerusalem Post declared 
that along with her weighty 
moral claims in the Eichmann 
case, Israel can also rely on sev- 
eral strorfg legal points. 

One of them is that since Eich- 
mann was never harbored in Ar- 
gentina under his own name, the 
Buenos Aires Government can- 
not very well ask for his “re. 
turn.” Another is the Lord God- 
dard dictum that the method by 
which a person is. apprehended 





does not affect the validity of his 
trial. 

It is doubtful whether it would 
have been feasible to ask the Ar- 
gentine authorities to institute 
enquiries of the identity of the 
man believed to be Eichmann 
and to arrest him before he be. 
came suspicious and disappeared, 
perhaps for another 15 years, the 
paper declared. 





The Argentine government, 
after all, was under no obliga 
tion to carry out the kind of pro. 
longed, painstaking search that 
was ventured by the group that 
took Eichmann. If he was ever to 
be caught and brought to trial, 
there was probably no way of 
doing so except through the ef. 
forts of Israelis, the paper said. 





N.Y. JEWISH COUPLE FIGHTS 
TO KEEP PUERTO RICAN GIRL 


NEW YORK (P-O)A New York 
Jewish couple is fighting desper- 
ately in the courts to complete 
adoption of a Puerto Rican baby 
girl that was by chance—desig 
nated as Jewish. 

The case is now pending before 
the Surrogate’s Court in Brook- 
lyn. The baby was abandoned by 
her mother when the child was 
15 months old. 

In New York, abandoned babies 
are designated in turn as Cath- 
olic, Protestant and Jewish, In 
roulette wheel-like fashion, the 
baby was declared Jewish, 
although the department of wel- 
fare was fully cognizant that the 
child’s mother was .not Jewish, 


THE DEPARTMENT of wel- 
fare was completely aware of 
the fact that the mother was 
probably Catholic, when they as- 
signed the child to the adoptive 
parents, Shad Polier, attorney for 
the cople, declared. 

The parents were fully aware 
that the child was Puerto Rican 
at the time of the adoption. The 
baby was seriously disturbed as 
a result of neglect prior to the 
abandonment by its mother. 

The Louise Wise _ Services, 
which is a Jewish adoption 
agency in New York, turned the 
child over to the adoptive parents 
last November after it was desig- 
nated as Jewish. 

Under the care of the adoptive 
parents, she overcame her early 
traumatic experiences that re- 
sulted in the serious emotional 
disturbances. 


A FEW MONTHS ago, the 
identity of the mother and her 
“religion” was discovered by the 
New York department of wel. 
fare. The department demanded 
that the child be removed from 
the adoptive home and placed 
with a Catholic family. 

The department of welfare 
acted despite the opinion of a 
child psychiatrist and child psy- 
chologist that such action might 
very permently damage the girl, 
Polier stated. 

Polier, a well-known American 
Jewish Congress leader and son- 
in-law of the great Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, is representing the par- 
ents with no fee. 

The psychologists also stated 
that removal of the girl might 
very, well forever, destroy any 





possibility of a healthy develop. 
ment of the couple’s older adop. 
ted child. The older child, 5, was 
aware that she too was adopted, 
would inevitably live out her 
childhood in fear that she too 
would be torn from her adoptiv 
home, se 


UNDER these circumstances, 
the Louise Wise adoption agency 
refused to remove the child from 
the adoptive home. The agency 
advised the adoptive parents to 
institute adoption proceedings. 


No sooner had the adoption 
proceedings got underway, the 
Catholic Home for Dependent 
Children, an agency under the 
auspices of the Archdiocese of 
the City of New York, intervened 
to urge that the adoption be de. 
nied on religious grounds. The 
Catholic Home Bureau requested 
that the child be turned over te 
it for placement in a Catholie 
home. The department of wel. 
fare concurred with the Catholie 
Home Bureau's position. The spe. 
cial guardian appointed to repre. 
sent the mother, also agreed with 
the Catholic Home Bureau and 
the department of welfare, even 
though she herself has, since 
commencement of the adoption 
proceedings, been committed to 
a state hospital as a mentally ill 
person, 


The Special Guardian appoint. 
ed to represent the mother, also 
agreed with the Catholic Home 
Bureau and the Department of 
Welfare, even though she herself 
has, since commencement of the 
adoption proceedings, been com- 
mitted to a state hospital as a 
mentally ill person. 


The New York law of adop- 
tion provides that “If satisfied 
that the moral and temporal in- 
terests of the foster child will 
be promoted thereby,” the Court 
“shall make an order approving 
the adoption and directing that 
the foster child shall thenceforth 
be regarded and treated in all 
respects as the child of the fos- 
ter parents.” This provision is 
supplemented by a. requirement 
that, “In making orders of adop- 
tion the judge . . . when prac 
ticable, must give custody only 
to persons of the same religious 
faith, as that of, the foster. child.”

well appears, he will be there to 
“yell him down.”

Many came because they were 
curious, But hundreds of Hassi 
dics came from all over the 
United States. Satmar Rabbi 
Yoel Teitlebaum of New York 
was expected but could not come. 
He is the chief and most famous 
Hassidie rabbi in this country. 


THE BEARED groom, a 19 
year-old student of Rabbi Teitle- 
baum, wore the traditional Has. 
sidic wedding garb of short trous. 
ers and white stockings. A wide- 
brimmed fur hat covered his 
head. 

His bride is the former Rachel 
Deutsch, 18 years old, the daugh- 
ter of Rabbi and Mis. Chaim Y 
Leopold Deutsch of Cleveland. 
The groom is Aaron Joshua Fe- 
kete, son of Rabbi and Mrs, Her. 
man Fekete of New York City. 

To the Hassidics, a 300-year-old 
movement in Orthodoxy, a wed 
ding, especially the wedding of 
a rabbi's offspring, is regarded 
as tantamount to a royal wedding 
in England. Profound joy and 
high emotion surround the cou- 
ple. 

When Aaron lifted Rachel's 
veil at the beginning of the cere 
mony that was only the second 
time he had seen her.

PARIS (P-O) — Israel is now 
going to face increased pressure 
to agree to have Eichmann tried 
by an international court, it is 
pelieved here.

The Argentine demand for 
Eichmann’s return was given 
splash headlines in the more sen- 
sational of the London newspa- 
pers yesterday, the Daily Mail 
and the Daily Express using 
double and triple line banners 
across the front page. 








Inter-racial Babies Problem 
For Jewish Adaption Agency

NEW YORK (P-0O)—The Louise 
Wise Services, an agency affili- 
ated with the Federation of Jew. 
ish Philanthropies of New York, 
which places babies of unwed 
mothers, finds it extremely dif- 
ficult to place babies fathered by 
non-whites. 

A Halachic question is involved 
in the tragic cases of thirty-one 
inter-racial babies the Louise 
Wise adoption agency have 
placed already this year. 

According to Halachiv law, the 
babies born to white Jewish 
mothers and non-white, non-Jew- 
ish fathers, are considered Jew- 
ish. 

The choice between race and 
religion is usually solved in fav- 
or of giving the baby a home 
that will fit its race and color. 

BUT THE agency functions 
on the premise that if no religion 
is designated by the natural 





mother the inter-racial baby 
should be placed with a family 
similar with its appearance, 


THE WISE Services is openly 
active in finding appropriate 
families to adopt its swelling 
increasing number of inter-racial 
babies. Contrary to the normal 
all-white adoptions, special ef- 
forts must be made in this case. 

The families are found after 
extensive meetings attended by 
interested families of minority 
groups; word-of-mouth cam- 
paigns by parents who have 
adopted in the past, and publicity 
in all media. 

These families are being found 
and in a majority of cases the 
adoption works out satisfactorily. 
The adoption requirements on 
parents are sometimes lessened 
in the inter-racial cases: age of 
parents becomes flexible and 
there are no income barriers,

Argentine’s Pledge In 1344 


In response to the frequent warnings issued in 1944 by the 
Allies to neutral States with regard to Axis war criminals who, 
by seeking refuge in those States, might attempt thereby to evade 
the consequences of their crimes, several statements were made 
in recent weeks by the neutral countries concerned. One of these 
was Argentina, then still neutral. 


It was officially announced on September 29, 1944, in Buenos 
Aires, that Dr. Carcano, Argentine Ambassador in London, had 
assured the British Government in a note verbale that his country 
would not give refuge to Axis war criminals, stating: 

(1) In no event will persons accused of war crimes be allowed 
in Argentine territory; 

(2) Neither will they be allowed to create capital deposits or 
acquire property of any kind. The Argentine government has the 
right to claim that these declarations shall be accepted as bona 
fide, as in justice this has been the ease regarding the intentions 
of other countries which by their neutrality and geographical proxe 
imity would appear to be more easily accessible as places of refuge, 

Some three weeks earlier, an Sept. 5, the Argentine Charge 
d Affaires in Washington, Dr. Rodolfo Garcia Arias (now Ame 
bassador to Israel), had declared that he had “express instruc 
tions” from his Government to state that allegations that Argene 
tina might after the war be a haven of refuge for Nazi leaders 
“were totally unfounded.”

The Jordanian newspaper, Fal- 
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astin, stated that if a compari- 
son was made between Nazi 
methods and Joshua’s acts in 
Jericho, Hitler would be seen to 
have been a “saint.” The Arab 
quoted—and misquoted—Joshua 
(6:16-17, 21): “Joshua said unto 
the people, Shout; for the Lord 
hath given you the city. And the 
city shall be accursed, even it, 
and all that are therein, to the 
Lord: only Rahab the harlot shall 
live, she and all that are with 
her in the house... (take) both 
man and woman, young and old, 
and ox, and sheep, and ass, with 
the edge of the sword.” Having 
omitted the phrase explaining 
why Rahah was to be spared, 
the paper made play on the fact 
that she was singled out for 
merey. “The Nazis,” he wrote, 
“in their wars and their perse- 
cutions, did not follow the ex- 
ample of the Jews in Jericho, 
who killed every living thing, 
both man and beast, with the 
exception only of harlots!” 


THE PAYER said: “We are 
inclined to believe that the Nazi 
leaders studied Joshua’s conduct 
in Jericho and picked up from 
him the idea of genocide... but 
on a smaller scale .. .” 


THE COMMON theme of all 
Arab comments on the Eichmann 
case, however, is that, should the 


Arabs’ dream come true and 
Palestine be “liberated,” then 
many Israel “Eichmanns” will 


be caught and tried, Rejwan re- 
ports in the Jerusalem Post ar- 
ticle. 

THE BEIRUT paper, El Hayat 
went off the deep end altogether. 
In an “inside” story on Eich- 
mann’s career, the paper Said 
Eichmann was no more than “an 
official in the Bureau of Jewish 
Census attached to the Gestapo 
which was headed by Himmler.”

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Cemetery ‘Business’ Is Grave Matter For Synagogues

the time. The cemetery “busi 
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ness” may be the butt of comics, 
but if you'll pardon a play on 
words, it’s a rather grave matter 
for the synagogue. 

In the history of the Jewish 
settlement of the Americas, the 
establishment of burial grounds 
antedates the erection of a house 
of worship or any other commu 
nity service or philanthropic 
project. The provision of ade- 
quate facilities for the departed 
has always been considered a 
paramount and sacred obligation 
of the Jewish community. Thus, 
the synagogue, concerned as it is 
with the entire life cycle, con- 
sidered the establishment of a 
congregational cemetery as an 
integral part of its religious pro. 
gram. 


IN ATTEMPTING to meet this 
need, newly-established congre 
gations have problems unknown 
to older synagogues with well 
established cemetery facilities. At 
the same time, established con 
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gregational cemeteries are beset 
with the problems created by un 
precedented growth and the mo- 
bility of the Jewish population. 


Despite the problems, congre- 
gations old and new, are consid 
ering the purchase of cemetery 
grounds. A recent publication is 
titled “Cemetery Operations and 
Procedures” by Dr. Max Feder, 
executive director of Temple Ro- 
deph Sholom, New York City. Of 
the 477 Reform congregations 
that responded to this survey, 
142 owned and operated their 
own cemeteries, 93 have pur- 
chased ground in another ceme. 
tery, 51 purchase burial ground 
as needed, 49 indicated that they 
have purchased supplementary 
ground from other cemeteries be. 
cause their own plottage is de- 
pleted, 13 operate columbariums 
(community mausoleums) while 
only 129 had no burial property 
for their members. 


ONE OF THE most interesting 
in this survey is that the 
greatest number of cemeteries 
were established in the last dec 
Between 1941 and 1960, 40 
congregations established buriai 
facilities as against a total of 12 
congregations in the period from 
1921 to 1940. 

While a few temples have wise- 
ly provided enough acreage for 
many years to come, the survey 
shows that at least 75 per cent 
are in the position where their 
interment requirements will soon 
be exhausted. It is Dr. Feder’s 
recommendation that “With the 
ever growing restrictions upon 
property zoned for burial pur 
poses, it behooves some congre 
gations to purchase supplement- 
ary space, even on the basis of 
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some form of financing, Over the 
years, cemetery plottage has 
proven a Valuable asset to a con- 
gregation not alone in finances 
but in membership retention.” 


WITH THE restrictions im- 
posed by states and counties on 
the creation of new burial areas, 
there has arisen an interest in 
the creation of columbariums or 
community mausoleums and cre 
matoriums. Nine congregations, 
mainly in the western part of 
the country, own a columbarium, 
one is currently constructing 4 
building and three reported own- 
ership of a crematorium. 


Dr. Feder reports in this sur- 
vey that with the scarcity and 
increased cost of interment acre- 
age, it may well be that more 
and more large congregations 
will be prompted to consider the 
construction of a columbarium 
and crematorium. Thouglt statis 
tics are not readily available, re 
ports from undertaking estab 
lishments indicate that crema- 
tions among Jewish families are 
on the increase.” 


WHILE THE availability of 
cemetery privileges is considered 
an inducement for synagogue af 
filiation in many cities, the sur- 
vey reveals that possibly no more 
than 25 per cent of the members 
of Reform temples have pur 
chased plots or graves in ad- 
vance of need. In analyzing the 
reasons for this Dr. Feder states, 
“Either because of superstition, 
population mobility or other 
causes, it has been difficult to 
persuade our congregants te 
make arrangements for their 
family plots in their lifetime.” 


This is a sharp cry from the 
early immigrant practice of join- 
ing a “burial society” to assure 
that the inevitable was provided 
for. 


What does it cost to acquire a 
plot or a single grave? This sur- 
vey reveals a great disparity in 
prices depending upon the re 
gion of the country, the size of 
the community, the distance 
trom the city and the acreage 
available in the particular ceme 
tery. In the New York area, for 


r 
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instances, quotations varied from 
$50 to $400 for a single grave! 
Generally, the price for a single 
grave in the smaller cemetery 
ran from $100¢to $150 and in the 
larger cemetery from $150 to $250 
a grave. Only 27 cemeteries re. 
ported that the charge for non. 
members of the synagogue more 
than their members. 


HOW DOES a congregation 
figure out how much ground 
to acquire when it contemplates 
the acquisition of a cemetery? 
Dr. Feder offers the following 
simple formula: 


“Assume the maximum need 
per family as a six-grave plot, 
Consider the permanency of the 
synagogue as three generations 
or 60 years. Thus, a six-grave 
plot for each family enrolled 
each generation. For a 200-mem. 
ber congregation it would then 
be 200x6x3 or 3.600 graves, 
Estimating i,000, 3 feet x 8 feet 
graves to the acre (allowing for 
roadways, paths, landscaping, 


ete.), a 200-family congregation 
should not invest in less than 314 
to 4 acreas of ground 

The reseach committee of the 
National Association of Temple 


Administrators, in co-operation 
with the office of synagogue Ad. 
ministration of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
has done a monumental job in 
conducting this research project. 
For the first time the extent of 
the synagogue’s role in cemetery, 
columbarium and cremation oper: 
ations are revealed. It provides 
guidance for the younger congre- 
gation in launching a cemetery 
and enables congregations, young 
and old, to compare facts and fig- 
ures, so that they may plan more 
adequately for the future as well 
as find ways of operating more 
efficiently in the present. 
EVERY synagogue in the coun- 
try ought to own and study this 
report. Every cemetery commit 
tee chairman ought to have a 
copy and should discuss it with

WASHINGTON (P-O) — Vice-| founded.” He pledged his own 


President Richard M. Nixon 
scored the UAR blockade of the 
Suez and the Arab boycott 
against Israel and charged that 
such discrimination is against 
American interests and policy. 

IN A LETTER dated June 7, 
to Label A. Katz, B'nai B’rith 
president, Nixon reaffirmed the 
principle of freedom of transit 
through the Canal for al] na- 
tions, including Israel, and said, 
“|. . we must continue to press 
for the effective implementation 
of the principle of freedom of 
the seas and free access to in- 
ternational waterways, and the 
protection of the interests of 
American seamen and shipping 
now being discriminated against 
the Arab boyycott and blacklist- 
ing policy.” 

ON THE MATTER of boycott, 
the Vice-President stated, “. .

LINCOLN ROCKWELL’S NAZIS 


THERE IS NO question but that the activities of a 
gtqup like Lincoln Rockwell’s new nazis are disturbing 
to the Jewish sense of security. But this is not the ques- 
tion involved in the demand made that this body of loose- 
minded anti-democracy bigots be listed as subversive. 

It has been pointed out that the subversive organiza- 
tions that could properly be listed as anti-U.S. today are 
those which espouse under a guise of democracy pro-Com- 
munist policies and activities. There is no such international 
conspiracy as nazism aimed at undermining our way of life 
in the U.S. 


THIS BEING SO, the fascist bodies and the anti-Semitic 
bodies in the U.S. must be fought—and they should not 
be ignored—by other means. 

There are ample means for combatting the anti-Semites, 
and most of these are available to our democratic society. 
This includes the use of the press, or its reverse, the silent 
tteatment, the mobilization of public opinion through right- 
minded societies which recognize anti-Semitism for what 
it is. 

Instead of demanding that Rockwell be banned, we 
believe the Jewish position would be immensely strength- 
ened, if the Jewish War Veterans provided a cordon of 
guards who would attend these meetings and assist the 
police to assure that Rockwell and his fomenters of dissen- 
sion within our community were allowed to speak un- 
molested. 


THE RECENT anti-Semitic outbreaks, such as the 
swastika smearings, the use of anti-Semitism in the South 
in the integration question, and the antics of a neo-Hitler, 
like Rockwell, remind us that we cannot afford the luxury 
of forgetting that we are beset by enemies. 

But the strongest antidote to a Rockwell is not to 
embroil him in street-fighting, but to make him out for 
the laughing stock that he and his goose steppers actually 
are. 

Hold him up to public ridicule, his strength will be 
sapped away. Fight his right to speak, even anti-Jewish 
speeches, and he becomes an underdog gaining public sym- 


pathy. 


NIXON’S PROMISES 


VICE PRESIDENT NIXON’S statement regarding the 
position of American citizens who happen to be Jews in 
regards to Arab states which discriminate against them, 
and as per Israel-Arab relations is most welcome. 

However it must be remembered that this is a cam- 
raign statement. The present administration of which Mr. 
Nixon is a responsible member has against it a black mark 
tor having made commitments, some even stronger than 
these now being made, and then defaulted on them. 

The question for voters to decide is whether Mr. Nixon 
will fulfill these promises he is making to them. 


NEGRO JEWS A TEST 


THERE SEEMS TO be a growing number of rabbis 
who have been brought around to the view that Jews 
should actively proselytize. 

No one can really object to this missionary activity. 
This is a free world, and there is no hierarchy in Judaism 
which could forbid these activities even if it so desired. 

We've already pointed out there is a the wide gulf 
in economic levels between the upper middle class Jews 
which dominate our Jewish community life including syn- 
agogue life, and those who might be won over to Judaism, 
and we've even pointed out that the real test of the sin- 
cerity of the groups seeking converts will be when Negroes 
seek to convert to Judaism. 


IN HARLEM THERE are a number of Negro syna- 
gogues (P-O, June 10). Their Jewish practices range from 
strict Orthodoxy to a semblance of Jewish rituals and ob- 
ligations. In West Virginia, and around Grand Haven, Mich. 
there is the World Union of Jews made up of farming 
families who practice a kind of Judaism based on the 
Bible. This body is under the direction of David Horowitz, 
who was associated with the late Boak Carter, the radio 
ainouncer. 

So the test is here. Will the Jewish community, and 
even the several bodies interested in converting non-Jews 
to Judaism eagerly take on serving these potential convert 
groups? 


THE JEWISH COMMUNITY as such seems to have 
reected the Negro congregations as also these white farm- 
ing families, but this could be because the idea of mission- 
izing has been alien to Jewish thinking up until now. 

What have our rabbinical groups to say? 
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The EDITOR’S CHAIR -- - 





THEY HAVE taken after us for our views 
on Philip Roth, who was awarded the best 
Jewish fiction prize of 1959 by the National 
Jewish Welfare Board's Jewish Book Council 
We contended that Roth’s characterization of 
the Jews in his work “Goodbye Columbus” 
as unlovely, was only honest rendition of what 
a true artist like Roth saw. 

Sam Margoshes who attacked the Jewish 
Book Council for its selection of Roth, said 
Roth only exposed his self-hatred and anti- 
Semitism. Rabbi Sam Silver, who writes our 
“Digest of the Yiddish Press” column, con- 
curs with Margoshes, as do several others 
who have written to us. 

WE STAND PAT too, as does everyone 
else in this argument, it seems, The Jews of 
contemporary American society are for the 
most part a largely twisted, and torn, and 
insecure lot, mostly full of all kinds of psy- 
choses and contradictions. They are like the 
general society, except more so, and this is 
a reversal of the traditional position when 
the Jews, because of their insistence on mor: 
ality and education, were usually many levels 
above the society which surrounded them. 

We are a lost generation, and fortunately 
our day at the helm of the Jewish community 
is passing. Our children will reject the sham 
and hypocrisy which dominates our Jewish 
community. Money will not be the lone cri- 
teria for leadership, and true scholarship will 
once again be the trait most admired by Jews. 
The religion which has become shot through 
with all the ills of the people, will be cleansed, 
and the rabbis will no longer be engulfed by 
the morality about them, but will withstand 
the corruption and lead as they should to- 
wards the traditional Jewish goals. 

IF ROTH LOOKS at Jewish life and sees 
its barrenness, should he be pilloried? Would 
we want a Hogarth to give us etchings of 
life as he hoped it was or of life as it was, 
seemy, corrupt and degraded. Which do we 
want?

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Could Western Allies Have Saved A Million Jews)

In the novel “Beit Habubot 


(“House of Dolls’), the Israel 
author who calls himself Katzet 
nik 135633 describes the feelings 
of an Auschwitz inmate upon the 
death of her dearest friend, a 17 
year-old girl whom she had 
sought to protect throughout 
their stay together in the camp. 

The survivor, Fella, a Jewish 
girl wise in the ways of survival, 
had earlier in the book sworn 
bitter revenge after the libera 
tion. She would exact full pay- 
ment from the Germans and from 
their henchmen for the horrot 
and suffering they had wrought. 

But now, the author states, 
Fella’s hate swept over all the 
bounds of her senses. She wanted 
to hate, but she no longer knew 
whom to hate. The agents of 
horror had paled into insignific- 
ance against the background of 
their works, “Fella could not 
even hate God now,” the author 
tells us. 


NOW IT IS MORE than 15 
years after the liberation of Au. 
schwitz, 15 years after those few 
surviving networks of bones with 
life still fluttering feebly within 
them crawled back into the world 
where life is so well dressed one 
cannot perceive it. Now, less than 
15 years after Kaltenbrunner, 
Frank, Streicher, ete, were 
hanged at Nuremberg (how dif 
ficult it is to recall the faces and 
acts that lie behind these names) 
Adolf Eichmann has been taken 
into custody and will be tried. 


ADOLF EICHMANN — “Arch- 
Enemy”; “Arch-Devil’; “Prince 
of Death,” he is variously called 
by the press. Eichmann, who re 
portedly told a henchman, SS. 
Hauptsturmfuehrer Dieter Wis 
liceny, that he delighted at the 
hought of having 6 million lives 
on his conscience. Eichmann, who 
reportedly told this same Wisli- 
ceny (who was tried and hanged 
in Czechoslovakia in 1947) not to

$535,000 to Israel 
From Ford Fund 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—The Is- 
rael Foundation Trustees have 
received a new grant from the 
Ford Foundation amounting to 
$535,000 for the execution of 42 
researches in the fields of phy- 
sics and chemistry, biology, med- 
icine, industrial research, agri- 
culture and social sciences.

6,000,000 — After Eichmann is 
interrogated, and after all the 
documents are examined, the ex- 
act figure may turn out to be 
6,123,456 or 5,987,654. Will, there. 
fore, Eichmann be 123,456 lives 
more guilty, or 123,456 live less 
guilty? 

6,000,000 — When I read that 
a life has been tragically cut oft 
in a road accident, I Know the 
murderous vehicle, the life that 
has ended, the family that has 
been bereft. When I read thai 
villages have been destroyed and 
so many have perished in earth 
quakes, I know the heaving 
earth, the wrecked villages, the 
maimed victims, the stunned, be 
reaved survivors. I do not know 
6,000,000 lives that were loaded 
onto trucks and freight trains, 
snuffed out in gas chambers and 
reduced to ashes in cremator 
iums. I do not know that man 
who dedicated himself to this 
task (and in the beginning and 
in the end he is — a man). 


6,000,000 — Do you know 907? 
In May, 1939, Eichmann, who had 
already made his name in the 
world as the dejudaizer of Au 
stria and Czechoslovakia, loaded 
907 Jews aboard the Hamburg 
America liner, St. Louis, at the 
port of Hamburg with orders to 
sail to the West Indies. These 
people had to pay the equivalent 
of £65 for first class fare, £40 
for second class fare, and £20 
against the possibility that the 
ship would have to transport 
them back to Germany. At about 
this time, Alfred Rosenberg, Ger- 
many’s race expert, announced 
to the world Germany's deter. 
mination to rid Europe of its 
Jews, declaring ~that Germany 
would not consider herself re 
sponsible for the fate of the Jews 
whom other countries would not 
accept, 

AT HAVANA, the refugees 
were told they would be per 
mitted to land — upon payment 
of a £5,000 cash guarantee. All 
they could offer was the £1 each 
they had been given at Hamburg 
to help them start new lives 
abroad. Negotiations with the 
Dominican Government for their 
landing collapsed. Pleas to the 
U. S. and other countries to 
grant them asylum were unavail. 
ing. Various “technical reasons” 
were given: there were immlgra- 
tion quotas which could not be 
violated; professional and labor 
groups did not want their coun. 
tries flooded with competition. 
The German Government ordered 
the ship to return home.

BY MID-JUNE, the ship was 
| back in European waters. A last 
| minute appeal, and the news that 


a large number of the passengers 


| had vowed to jump into the sea 
together rather than disembark 


in Germany, elicited the agree 
ment of Holland, Belgium, 
France and Great Britain to 


grant temporary asylum to var 
ious numbers of the refugees, 
“pending final arrangements for 
their emigration.” 

Most of them did not have to 
wait long for the “final arrange 
ments.” In August, Russia and 
Germany signed a non-aggression 
pact and Germany launched her 
“counter-attack” against Poland 
The following June the British 
were at Dunkirk and Hitler went 
to the armistice car at Com. 
piegne, near Paris, to hand 
France his armistice terms. Soon 
afterwards, Eichmann paid a 
brief visit to Paris to arrange 
for the “repatriation” of foreign 





Jews living there, 





In March, 1938, Adolf Eich. 
mann had come to Vienna fol 
lowing the Austro4German An 
schluss. In the turmoil following 
the Anschluss, as the S.S, and 
the Austrian police tried to “re- 
store order” several hundred 
Jews had been shot to death, 
about 20,0000 Jewish ‘“danger- 
ous elements” had been sent to 
concentration camps (it was quite 
a while before Eichmann was 
able to say that he not only had 
some concentration camps at his 
disposal but also some death 
camps), and the balance of Au- 
strian Jewry had been told to 
pay up their taxes, get their pa- 
pers in order (permits to leave 
Austria and visas admitting them 
to other countries), and leave the 
country at any time they wished. 


THAT JULY, at the initiative 
of President Roosevelt, the rep- 
resentatives of 26 nations and 
self-governing dominions sent 
their representatives to Evian. 
les-Bains, on Lake Geneva, in 
Switzerland, to discuss means of 
absorbing the Jews of Germany, 
and Austria. Delegates after del.- 
egates rose to express his coun- 
try’s sympathy for the Jews, cite 
what it had already done for 
them, and explain why, for so- 
ciological, economic and demo. 
graphic reasons, it could do no 
more. The conference decided 
to set up a permanent inter-gov 
ernmental committee to consider 
the question. 


THREE PERSONS were in 
Evian at the time who were not 
on the list of delegates and were, 
therefore, not officially admitted 
to the con-ference room until 
some days had passed, following 
the intervention of friends. They 
were a delegation from Viennese 
Jewry, headed by Dr. Lowenherz, 
the head of the Jewish Commu 
nity Council in Vienna, Dr. Lo- 
wenherz attended the early ses- 
sions “illegally,” on a press card 
given to him by a friend, the 
American journalist, Vincent 
Sheean. 


MUCH LATER Eichmann re- 
portedly fretted, in connection 
with the negotiations for the sale 
of Hungary’s million Jews, 
“What do you want of me? The 
world doesn’t want your Jews 
either.” 

And when Joel Brand came 
from Budapest to report Dieter 
Wisliceny’s offer of Jewish lives 
at $2 each and Eichmann’s “blood 
for goods” offer, Lord Moyne, 
the British Minister in Cairo who 
took custody of Brand, said, “One 
million Jews? What shall I do 
with 1,000,000 Jews?” 

EICHMANN, like a number of 
his superiors and_  cslleagues, 
were at first “Zionists” or rather, 


Jewish territorialists. They were | % 


willing -- or said they were — 
to dejudaize Europe by allowing 
the Jews to emigrate to any ter- 
ritory that would accept them. 
Almost every conquest by the 
German Army was followed by a 
visit from Eichmann, who im- 
mediately opened an office for 
Jewish “emigration” or for Jew- 
ish “resettlement.” The St. Louis 
was but one of a number of 
ships which were permitted to 
sail from Germany before the 
war. From time to time Eich. 
mann 
to leave, knowing that they in 
tended to go to Palestine, 

In February, 1939, Alfred Ro 
senberg told a press conference 
of Germany’s plan to settle 15 
000,000 Jews in Madagascar or 
British Guiana. As late as Au- 
gust, 1940, Ribbentrop and Rein 
hard Heydrich were pressing the 
leaders of German Jewry to 
speed up the emigration of their 
co-religionists from German oc-

cupied territory and were mak- 
ing final plans for the Madagas- 
car project. In 1942, by which 
time the outbreak of the war 
with Russia had made it neces. 
sary for Germany to replace the 
Madagascar plan with “resettle 
ment” in Eastern Europe, Hitler 
told his associates: “After the 
war, the Jews will emigrate to 
Madagascar or another Jewish 
national state.” 


WAS ALL this discussion of 
Jewish emigration and resettle. 
ment intended to mislead the A!- 
lies and lull the Jews? Was it 
an earnest plan to éxpel the Jews 
from Europe, alive, and ship them 
to some reservation where, it 
was hoped, difficult conditions 
and their own “bestial habits” 
would destroy them? 


Was Germany merely baiting 
the world to act upon its profes. 
sions of horror and sympathy, 
and mocking the Jews with the 
fact that no one in Judeo-Chris- 
tian civilization really wanted 
them? 

And what finally, so drove the 
Jewish Affairs Section of the S.S. 
that the logistical problem of the 
German Army, especially at the 
East Front, often took second. 
place to the problem of securing 
the means of transporting mil. 
lions of Jews to the death camps, 





a task which, moreover, required 
considerable manpower whj ch 
could better have been employ 
in the war effort — not to men, 
tion the fact that a considerable 
proportion of these Jews could 
have been put to good use in the 
war effort? 


ADOLF EICHMANN js per. 
haps the only man alive who can 
provide us with some insight Into 
these questions. To this insight 
the legal guilt or innocence of 
Eichmann, or the degree of his 
guilt or innocence, is irrelevant, 


AND IF Eichmann’s Luilt is 
established, there are not enough 
hangmen in the world, and Eich, 
mann has not enough lives tg 
give, to balance the account, 

‘We may hope to balance the 
account, not in terms of any 
existing laws, but by “sentenc. 
ing” Eichmann to live out his 
natural life. So long as he jg 
alive, let historians, sociologists, 
psychologists question him. Let 
those who escaped his “solution” 
question him. Let his answers be 
recorded for the whole world to 
read. Let him live on as a re 
minder to would-be Eichmanns 
of every sort, everywhere, that 
the only possible final solution 
to the Jewish and the human 
problem is the “sentimentality” 
Adolf Eichmann scorned. 
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
